CHANGES IN MISSIONARY CONSTITUTION. 

At the 6th and last session for 1896 of your Missionary Board, held at Port 
Gibson, Dec. 5, 1896, it was resolved to request the Annual Conference to 
make two slight changes in our Constitution, viz.: that Art. II be so amended 
as to read: 

“The Board shall consist of one traveling preacher and one layman from 
each District elected by the Conference every four years. The Presiding Elders 
shall be “ex officio,” advisory members of the Board.” 

Also that Art. VIII be so amended as to read as follows: Seven members 
shall constitute a quorum for the discharge of any and all business of the Board.

REPORT ON orphans’ HOME. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conferefice, Jackson , Miss. 

The Board of Directors of the Mississippi Orphans’ Home, established at Water 
Valley, beg leave to present the following report for the past year. Referring to 
the report made to the Conference at Port Gibson one year ago, and making it a 
part hereof continuing, the same we would show that in accordance with the 
plans selected at Jackson, we have gone forward and erected a handsome and 
commodious building, with capacity to accommodate one hundred and twenty- 
five inmates, with all necessary rooms for manager and attendants, outbuildings, 
a good well of water and in fact the orphanage is now ready for occupancy when 
properly furnished. 

While we report the building ready for occupancy, we would not have it 
understood that it is entirely finished.' Owing to a lack of funds, we have not 
been able to complete the painting, but this can be done at a later date. For a 
detailed statement of the money expended on this institution to date, amount- 
ing in the aggregate to I6311.52, we refer to the reports of the Treasurers and 
Building Committee, which show the amounts received and paid out, and the 
sources from which they were obtained. 

We would also call attention to the fact that in addition to the amount of 
cash above expended in the building, there were about $1500.00 contributed in the 
way of reduced freight rates and in the price of materials which should be 
calculated in the estimate of the value of the home. Also the value of the land, 
which was donated by the City of Water Valley, which at a reasonable estimate 
is worth more than $2000.00, making a total property value of over $10,000.00 

Under the authority reposed in us by the last Annual Conference, Sister T. 
B. Clifford was appointed Agent for the Home, and assisted by her husband, 
Rev. T. B. Clifford, she acceptably performed these duties until in April last, 
when at a meeting of this Board, it was decided to put an active Agent in the 
field and with the approval of Bishop Wilson, Rev. T. B. Clifford was assigned 
to this work. In July he began operations until he was stopped by quarantine 
regulations throughout the State, on account of yellow fever epidemic, and his 
success was beyond our most sanguine expectations and entirely satisfactory. But 
for this unavoidable hindrance, we feel safe in saying, that our Orphanage 
would to-day be in complete running order, with ample funds in hand for the 
present uses. Everywhere and on every occasion where the subject has been 
presented our people are responding liberally and are entering upon this Chris- 
tian work with commendable spirit. We feel that the progress which has been 
made toward t le establishment of this long needed institution is a credit to Mis- 
sissippi Metlio lisni and we have full faith and confidence in its certain success. 

And it being essential that this laudable enterprise should be kept continu- 
ally before the church, we recommend that the first Sunday in April, 1898, or 
as early thereafter as “practicable, be observed throughout the Conference as 
Orphans’ day, and we further ’request the Conference to ask each presiding elder 
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during his first round to appoint a Committee of Three in the charge on the 
nomination of the preacher in charge to be known as the Orphans’ Home 
Committee; this Committee to act in connection with the pastor to solicit and 
take charge of all collections after organization, and the secretary to report to 
the president of the Board at Water Valley, monthly or quarterly. 

We further recommend that this Conference re-elect Rev. M. E. Burton and 
W. A. Gunning as members of the Board, their terms having expired in this 
month. 

We have unanimously elected Rev. M. L. Burton of the Mississippi Confer- 
ence manager of the Home, and we earnestly ask his appointment by the 
Bishop.

REPORT ON STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

Your committee is thankful we can report that our church has had her vic- 
tories during the past year, as well as her trials and sorrows. Our church has 
had peace and spiritual growth. The doctrines of regeneration, justification and 
sanctification, have been preached by a faithful ministry. There never was a 
time in the history of our church when we could find more loyalty and fidelity. 

The grace of liberality, as shown in the contributions to the various claims 
of the church, show the interest and love of our people. The cry of the orphan 
and widow, the cry of the heathen have touched the hearts of our members. 
The support of the ministry is improving, which is an index to the spirituality 
of the church. We look to the training the children are receiving iu the Sab- 
bath School for the future development of the church spirituality. 

With all our encouragement, we are pained to note inconsistencies among 
many of our members, various forms of worldiness, love of fashion, greed, covet- 
ousness, usury, forbidden amusements such as card playing, dancing, theatre- 
going, circus attendance, all of these are contrary to our teaching and inimical 
to true godliness. Let our pastors give a warning voice: The wealth of Method- 
ism is in the holiness of her members, and the desire should be greater to in- 
crease the spirituality than to number Israel.

MEilORIAE TO THE CONGRESS OF THE UNITED STATES. 

To our Represeiitatives in Congress of the United States. 

We as a body composing the Eighty-Fourth Mississippi Annual Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, now assembled at Jackson, State 
of Mississippi, numbering more than I70 ministers and laymen from different 
part of the State, do most earnestly appeal and ask that you will actively support 
and work for the bill now before your body, known as H. R. 4829, “P'or the Relief 
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of the Book Agents,” a bill, which, has been recommended by the Committee 
on War Claims, to be paid to the Southern Methodist Publishing House at 
Nashville, Tennessee, for the use, occupation and injury of the property of said 
Southern Methodist Publishing House during the late war. 

To this end we ask that you not only vote for this bill making a direct 
appropriation, but that you use your best efforts to secure the votes of members 
from the North, East and West. 

The Secretary of this Conference is hereby instructed to furnish immedi- 
ately each of the Representatives and Senators in Congress from Mississippi 
with a copy of this Memorial.

Whereas, Mob rule tends always to public disorder, to the certain corrup- 
tion of morals and to the hardening and barbarisiug of its promoters; and. 

Whereas, Lawlessness is a private and public crime, and moreover, a sin 
specially and terribly denounced in the word of God, therefore. 

Resolved^ That the Mississippi Annual Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, this day assembled in the city of Jackson, does hereby 
and herein put itself on record as unconditionally condemning all lawlessness 
whatsoever, and especially those forms commonly described as lynchihgs, such 
as the illegal hanging of men for crimes alleged or proven, and all other pro- 
cedures to the same end in contravention of law and the established methods of 
administrative justice. 

Resolved further. That this body does hereby call upon the people every- 
where to support the officers of the law in suppressing mob rule and violence, 
and in preventing a repetition of those acts of lawlessness which have so dis- 
graced and hurt us in the eyes of others, and which are so unworthy a civilized 
and Christian people.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 

To the Bishop and inemhers of the Mississippi Annual Co7iference: 

Dear Brethren: — We your Committee on Temperance beg leave to sub- 
mit the following as our report: 

We acknowledge with thankfulness the blessings which have come to us 
through the laws of our State prohibiting the sale of intoxicating drinks, and 
rejoice in the sentiment which has sustained our laws and driven the curse from 
so many of the counties in the State. But we have reason to fear that while we 
have slept, the enemy has sown tares which we are reaping in the character of 
Hop Tea Joints and other “blind tiger’’ screens. These exist in great abund- 
ance not only in our cities and larger towns but in the rural districts, and to 
us, seem to be on the increase. 

We would recommend that the following petition be sent by this Conference 
to the Governor of Mississippi: 

To Hon. A. J. Me Laurin, Governor of the State of Mississippi'. 

Realizing that a great evil exists in the law which grants license to sell Hop- 
Ale, Hop-fin-Weis, or White-Hops, and that our silence would be equivalent to 
endorsing the system under which the license is granted. We, the Mississippi 
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Annual^ Conference of the M. E. Church, South, in session in the city of Jack- 
son, wo”uld respectfully ask you to recommend to the Legislature, soon to con- 
vene in regular session, to prevent the enactment of the provisions of the reve- 
nue law gi anting license to retail or sell hop-tea. 

ist. We would further express the conviction that the obtaining and hold- 
ing a United States revenue license to sell whisky in prohibition territory, 
should be prima facie evidence of the holder’s guilt, audit should be the duty 
of any peace officer to arrest any one known to hold such license. 

2nd. We would further ask that the law relating to the penalty for the un- 
lawful sale of intoxicating drinks be so amended as to make imprisonment ob- 
ligatory and not optional with the court. 

We would request our pastors to send as early as practicable, to the mem- 
bers of the Legislature from their respective districts, a petition asking them to 
co-operate with' the Governor in securing the legislation for which we have 
asked. 

We would remind our brethren of the danger of a waning vigilance and urge 
them to insist on total abstinence among all church people and to push the 
fight against the almost vanquished foe.

Dear Fathers and Brethren: — Y”©ur trustees of the Conference Endowment 
Fund, to whom were referred the resolutions of our brethren, I. L. Peebles and 
H. M. Ellis, urging the need of better provision for our venerable superannuated 
preachers, beg leave to report: 

1. This is a matter which has lain long on our hearts and has occupied 
much of our thoughts. 

2. We need to increase our Endowment Fund, not only by inviting liberal 
gifts from our members and friends who are possessed of ample means, but also 
yearly to turn over to the trustees of the Endowment Fund not less than ten per 
centum of the collections made for Conference claimants, such per centum to be 
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invested by said trustees as other funds, the interest only to be used, until we 
get such an amount securely invested, the yearly interest of which will afford 
frorn I300 to $600 each year to our retired veteran brethren and their dependent 
families. 

3. A part of the yearly interest ought to be used as soon as practicable in 
providing cottage homes at various points along our lines of railroads where 
lands and living are cheap, but where kindly neighbors are found and where 
church privileges are easily accessible. These would be the homes of the re- 
spective occupants during the lives of the superannuate and his wife, and the life 
of the survivor, conditioned on the payment of taxes and taking good care of 
the property.

REPORT ON BIBLE CAUSE. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Afinual Conference of the 
Methodist 'Episcopal Chui'ch, South: 

Your Committee on the Bible Cause beg leave to report as follows: 

We recognize the immense agency of the dissemination of the Word of God 
in the conversion of the world and any cause whatever that hinders the 
Circulation of the Scriptures discounts to some extent one of the agencies that 
God has ordained for the salvation of human souls, in view of this fact we re- 
gret exceedingly that the assessment for 1897 on our Conference to aid the Ameri- 
can Bible Society in this grand work has not been met in full, for we learn from 
published statistics and through the agent, that their funds are not at all ade- 
quate to meet the demand, especially in translating the Scriptures, not onlj^ for 
foreign Imt also for home work, there being thirty-two (32) languages spoken 
among the citizenship of the United States of America, most of us know the 
rapidity with which foreigners avail themselves of our naturalization laws. No 
ottier establishment proposes to furnish these, and the Gospel is now only 
preached in about six of these different languages and the Society has already 
been compelled to retrench its work. Several new translations of the New Tes- 
tament are on hand at the Bible House, which cannot be printed for w’ant of 
money — we would therefore urge the importance of this work and beg the 
brethren to heed the action of the General Conference, to take collection in every 
congregation annually. 

The Bible Society still furnishes needy Sunday Schools with cheap Bibles 
and Testaments at half cost, and all Sunday Schools at actual cost, 

Mrs. Heber Craft, in speaking of the Word of God being the foundation of 
our goverumeut, said that “when the American Bible Society undertook to put 
Bibles ill the hands of every Sunday School scholar, who can read, American 
patriotism reached its summit. 

The assessment on our Conference the past year was f 1,000.00— $785.05 of 
w'hich has been collected — we recommend that tlie assessment for the ensuing 
Conference year be the same amount $1,000.00 and hope ever}* dollar of it will 
be paid.

REPORT ON PUBLISH^G INTERESTS. 



We, the Committee on the Publishing Interests of the Church, would sub- 
mit the following report: 

The report of the agents of our Publishing House, at Nashville, Tenn,. ex- 
hibits a condition of prosperity that is highly gratifying, considering the finan- 
cial depression that has affected every branch of industry. 

The net gain of six per cent, on the whole capital of the House is particu- 
larly gratifying when the unfavorable conditions of the year are considered. 

Out of the proceeds of the House for the year, the Book Committee ordered 
$20,000 to be distributed to the Annual Conferences for the superannuated 
preachers, and for widows and orphans of deceased preachers. 

With special regret we mention the decrease in circulation of that most ex- 
cellent paper, the Nashville Christian Advocate, which under the able manage- 
ment of Dr. Hoss, stands almost without a peer in the field of ecclesiastical jour- 
' nalism. 

The press is by far the most potent factor in the dissemination of knowledge. 
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Our church has recognized this truth in the establishment of its great Pub- 
lishing House, from which are issued one great Connectional Organ, the Re- 
view and other publications, as well as the various advocates maintained by the 
several Annual Conferences. Loyalty to the most sacred interests of our church 
requires of us our unqualified support, without which they cannot exist. 

We deprecate the disposition of some preachers and laymen to subordinate 
the interests of our own publication to so-called Methodist papers that are in- 
imical to organized Methodism, whose columns abound in harsh and unjust 
criticisms of the officers and doctrines of our church. 

Such publications circulating in the families of our people are calculated to 
inculcate in the minds of both young and old disloyalty to tne doctrines and in- 
stitutions of Methodism. 

It is especially gratifying to note the high standard of literary excellence 
maintained by the Methodist Review, which entitles it to a front rank in con- 
temporary journalism. 

The helpful and beneficial tendencj’ of the Sunday School Magazine is 
such as to plead for its admission into every ^Methodist family, as does “The 
World for Christ,” whose low price places it within reach of all. 

We rejoice to note that all the publications issued by our Publishing House 
are self-sustaining except the Epworth Era. 

We rejoice in the continued prosperity of our Conference organ, the New 
Orleans Christian Advocate, under the able management of Dr. Black. The 
marked improvement in the appearance of the paper is very gratifying. We 
earnestly recommend it to the patronage of our Conference, and would urge our 
preachers to renewed diligence in securing for it the support of our people. 

We emphatically deprecate the indifference towards our church papers that 
characterize a large class of our people. 

Let the New Orleans Christiau advocate be placed in every Methodist home, 
and where means will justify, let it be supplemented by the Nashville Advocate. 

We recommend the re-appointment of the present Publishing Committee of 
the New Orleans Christian Advocate, R.J. Jones, W. B. Lewis and R. W. Bailey.

To the Bishop and Members of the MissUsippX Annual Conference: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: — Your Board of Education beg leave to 
present this, its annual report. 

MILLSAPS COLLEGE. 

The growing prosperity of our great college for boys is cause for profoundest 
gratitude. In spite of the disadvantages under which the present session 
opened, the opening was most auspicious and the session promsies to be the 
best in its history. The loyalty of the student body, the increased facilities for 
instruction, the increasingly large proportion of the students in the college 
classes and the successful establishment and growing influence of the law de- 
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partment, all conspire to brighten the prospects of the future of the institution. 

We note with soirow the vacancy in the Board of Trustees, caused by the 
death of that princely man and distinguished citizen, Col. W. L. Nugent, and 
recommend the election of I. C. Enochs, of Jackson, as his successor on the 
Board. 

The continued favor shown the institution by the Methodists of the State in 
the donations to the library and other departments, thus increasing its equip- 
ment for thorough work, is uoted with pleasure. 

A just appreciation of our opportunities and obligations will secure to this 
scliool the enthusiastic support of every Methodist in the State. We desire in 
conclusion to express our appreciation of the wise and successful administra- 
tion of the president, the Rev. W. B. Murrah, D. D., LL. D. 

We recommend the re-appoiutment of Rev. J. A. Moore as Professor in the 
college. 

WHITWORTH COEEEGE. 

Tliis, one of the oldest institutions of learning within the bounds of our 
Conference, h’as moved steadily forward under the management of Rev. J. W. 
Chambers. The patronage has increased from 49 boarding pupils to 104 to date. 
The faculty is full and able, and doing efficient work. Since June 6th, 1S97, 
$ 5 , 000.00 has been spent in repairing and remodeling the buildings, and this 
without encumbering the propertv. 

While we hope we realize the inestimable advantage which would accrue to 
all our female colleges were they endowed, we regret that after full investigation 
we do not feel it to be the part of wisdom to recommend at this time, the ap- 
pointment of an agent to secure an endowment for this school. We recommend 
the reappointmeut of Rev. Jii(\ W. Chambers as President of Whitworth College, 
and of Rev. C. W. Crisler as Professor. 

EAST MISSISSIPPI FEMALE COLLEGE. 

This Institution under the able management of Prof J. W. Beeson, deserves 
special mention. During the past twelve months nearly 300 students have been 
enrolled, of whom about 100 are boarders. A three story brick building con- 
taining all modern conveniences has been erected at a cost of $3700.00, while 
several thousand dollars of permanent improveniemts have been put on the 
buildings and grounds by the president, without cost to the Conference or Board 
of Trustees. A conservatory of Music has been added, under a thoroughly com- 
petent instructor, so that it is not needful for our girls to leave our State to per- 
fect themselves in this art. 

The Board of Trustees at their last annual meeting made the follow ing state- 
ment which we incorporate as a part of our report: 

“The condition of the College to-day, so much exceeds in all respects our 
most sanguine expectations, that we reverently and devoutly recognize the hand 
of a superintending providence in all its affairs. Such growth under all difficul- 
ties, such improvement over its most successful past years, brings the assured 
conclusion that naught else but the continuous blessing and guidance of the 
great Patron of learning could achieve such a record.” 

EDWARD m’GHEE COLLEGE. 

We are gratified to be able to report this College as in a more prosperous 
condition than several years past. It has been refurnished and is better equipped 
for thorough and efficient work than heretofore. The boarding department is 
larger and finances better. There is no debt on the buildings or grounds. This 
institution is meeting a real want in that part of our connection and should re- 
ceive our hearty cooperation. 

PORT GIBSON FEMALE COLLEGE. 

This honored institution has entered upon a new^ era of prosperity. The in- 
fluence is widening and deepening. All departments are doing efficient work. 
We most cordially commend the efficient management of Mrs. Meek and Miss 
Park, the associate Principals. 
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PAINE AND LANE INSTITUTES 



We note the receipt of the report of Paine and Lane Institutes, and declare 
our abiding interest in the education of the colored people of the South, as rep- 
resented by these two institutions of learning. 

SCARRIT BIBLE AND TRAINING SCHOOL- 



It gives us pleasure to receive a report from the Principal of the Scarrit Bible 
and Training School, of Kansas City, Mo. We congratulate the Church upon 
the possession of the admirable facilities offered the youag ladies of our Churcli 
by this school for training in Bible study and other forms of practical Christian 
work. The experience through which our section has passed, emphasizes the 
necessity for trained nurses, and we rejoice in the fact that this training can be 
given our young ladies in one of our own institutions. 

We are gratified to note the presence among us of Rev. R. J. Bigham D. D., 
Corresponding Secretary of the General Board of Education, and in this con- 
nection wish to express our cordial sympathy, and pledge our hearty coopera- 
tion in the erection of Haygood Memorial Hall at Paine Institute, Augusta, Ga., 
and to congratulate the Church upon the gratifying succes.s which is attending^ 
the secretary’s efforts in this important work. 

We take pleasure in concurring with the General Board, that each Annual 
Conference should select some Sabbath during the year on or about which the 
sermon on Christian education (provided for in par. 136 of the Discipline) shall 
be preached, and if the occasion be proper the collection for education be taken; 
and we suggest the First Sabbath in May for that purpose. 

At the last session of our Conference, it was decided to divide the collec- 
tion for Education on the basis of $1,500.00 for Millsaps College, $300.00 for 
Paine and Lane Institutes and $272.00 for the General Board. We have received

Conference met in memorial session at 3 p. m. Bishop Gallo- 
way presiding.

The following was read by C. G. Andrews: 



JMemuir of Rev, Robert Siitherlnnd ^ooclw^ni'd. 

Twelve months ago the hearts of the Mississippi “ itinerants ” were deeply 
moved on learning that the physical condition of Rev. R. S. Woodward was 
such as to render him unable to take an appointment. 

To-day we are to pay a tribute to his memory, God having taken him from 
earthly labor and appointed him to his eternal reward. 

Brother Woodward was born in Marengo county, Alabama, on December 
19. 1833. and died in Meridian, Miss., April 10, 1897. He was admitted on trial 
into the Alabama Conference at Talladega, December, 1854, and received his 
first appointment on his twenty-first birthday. He itinerated twenty-one years 
in the Alabama Conference and twenty-one years in the Mississippi Conference. 

Among his charges in Alabama were Montevallo, Prattville and Summer- 
field. Among his Mississippi charges were Brandon, Natchez, Canton, ' Vicks- 
burg, Yazoo City and Meridian. Our brother H. W. Feathersturi, who served 
two pastorates which brother Woodward had before served, pays this tribute to 
him: “I never knew a man more generally popular, more largely beloved and 

respected. He was one of the best pastors I have ever known. Tenderly sym- 
pathetic, he knew how to get to the hearts of his people and help them in 
trouble, and win them back if wandering, and then he was painstaking and la- 
borious. He was a good preacher. Clear, forcible, peculiarly persuasive in 
his manner, with a strong flexible voice, singularly free from mannerisms; 
simple but elegant in diction, he was a successful preacher of Christ’s gospel.’’ 
At his funeral services the Episcopal rector and the Jewish Rabbi assisted the 
Presbyterian, Baptist and Methodist ministers in doing honor to his memory. 

The Jewish Rabbi wrote a discriminating tribute to his memory;* Which vvas 
published in one of the Meridian dailies. In this tribute he fully proves that a 
Jewish Rabbi and a Methodist minister may work together in the uplifting of 
humanity. ^ 

A memorial service was held in Yazoo City, at which JMrs. L. S. Jones and 
Mr. R. L. Bennett read tributes to his memory. Mr. Bennett spoke in thesewords 
of the church which-Bro. Woodward had built during his pastorate at Yazoo City: 
“ We can point with pride to this evidence of his useful life arid say as did the 
admiring Jews of the Roman Centurion, ‘He loveth our nation arid hath builded 
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U3 a synagogue.’ ”Dr. Rush in his obituary of Bro. Woodward, published in the 
Alabama Advocate, showed the esteem in which he was held in his first Con- 
ference, and that his twenty-one year’s work among them had borne abundant 
fruit. He was instrumental in the conversion of the talented Robert T. Nabors, 
and also in that of John D. Simpson, late president of Tuscaloosa Female Col- 
lege. • . 

In the pastorate Bro. Woodward “wore well’’ and his fourth year was his 
best. While presiding elder of the Brookhaveu district, his health failed com- 
pletely. Sister Woodward thus tells of it: “The tired look on his face, as he 

came in from long, wearisome trips on the district, is engraven on my heart and 
memory as with the point of a diamond.’’ Bro. Woodward was especially suc- 
cessful in his ministry to the slaves. He was ordained deacon by Bishop Pierce, 
December 14, 1856, and elder by Bishop Paine, November 27, 1858. On August 
8, 1861, he was married to Miss Sallie A. Mardis. In her he always found a cul- 
tured and consecrated help-meet. She said that the itinerant system had a fasci- 
nation for her, and surely those who partook of her hospitality in her parson- 
age home can testify that she and her husband knew howto make a home wher- 
ever the “ Bishop and his cabinet’’ deemed it best to send them. 

Three daughters and two sons mourn his loss. Over his grave in reverent 
affection his family have placed a marble shaft, which best tells the history of 
his life, iu those potent words of St. Paul, “I have fought the good fight.’’ Dur- 
ing the few months that he was a superannuate, he lived so closely to Jesus that 
persons were impressed with his sanctity. He regarded it as a call from Jesus 
to “come apart in a desert place and rest awhile.” The tenderest feelings were 
entertained for him in his superannuated relation, and could all Methodist 
ministers have the same treatment as superannuates, the superannuated rela- 
tion might indeed be regarded as but the foretaste of heavenly joys. 

In the last days of his life, feeling that the end was near, he said to his 
wife: “ Darling, I must leave you.” And as the glory of heaven dawned upon 

him he shouted “glory, glory!” Bros. Galloway and Harmon prayed with him 
and he said, “I am trusting in the blood of Jesus.” When in great pain he ex- 
claimed, “I am going home!” Thus has Robert Sutherland Woodward, in life 
and in death, brought honor and glory to Jesus Christ. 

The following was read by A. F. Watkins; 

RBV. a. V- PBNN. 

Jules Victor Penn was born on Nov. 10, 1861, in Covington, La. His father 
was George Henry Penn, Esq., a prominent lawyer in that section of the State, 
and his mother was Clotilde Dolbear, the daughter of a distinguished educator 
of New Orleans. 

The first great sorrow in the life of the child came when, at about four years 
of age, he lost his mother, a lovely and gifted woman, to whom he was very de- 
voted, and whose memory he cherished with a tenderness that was pathetic. The 
death of hi^ father, a few years later, left the orphaned and dependent boy to the 
care of his maternal grandfather, by whom he seems, after a little while, to have 
been given to the Rev. James English, a local Methodist preacher living in Pike 
county, Mi-s. Here he remained until he was about eighteen years of age. 

If any who knew him should call to mind that there were irregularities in 
his life of imperfections in his character, let the disadvantages of homeless or- 
phanage plead for kindly judgment. He never knew the softening touch of a 
loving mother’s hand. Too soon there was taken from him the guiding and 
.strengthening influence of a worthy father. Of him it may be said that he never 
knew the happiness of a home until he found it in the hearts and homes of 
his people. The virtues of his character, the merits of his work, were achieved 
not by means of, but in spite of the surroundings of his early life. 

Ill August. 1879. while atteudiug a meeting at Adams Camp Ground, iu Lin- 
coln county. Miss., he was converted through the instrumentality of Rev. Henry 
P. Lewis, of the Mississippi Conference. It is probable that he returned to New 
Orleans soon after his conversion, for in the following April he entered Cen^n- 
ary College as a beneficiary of the Carondelet Street Church, New Orleans. The 
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Rev. Felix R. Hill, D, D., was at this time the pastor of Carondelet, and through 
his kindly interest the financial aid was given which enabled the young man to 
enter college, preparatory to the work of the ministry to which he npw looked 
forward. One year later (April 30, 1881) he was licensed to preach by the Quar- 
terly Conference of Jackson (La.) station. 

Returning to New Orleans at the close of the session, he was for a few months 
assistant secretary of the Young Men’s Christian Association of that city, but in 
September he returned to Centenary, where he spent the following session 

On the twenty-seventh of Tune, 1882, he took charge of the Little River cir- 
cuit, Alexandria district, Louisiana Conference, to which he had been appointed 
as a supply. Here he remained until the session of the Louisiana Conference at 
Mansfield, where, on the twelfth of January, 1883, he was admitted on trial into 
the traveling connection and appointed to Vidalia and Troy. After one year he 
was received by transfer into the Mississippi Conference during the session of 
that body held in Natchez, December, 1883, and was appointed to Dennisville 
circuit. 

The years 1885 and 1886 were spent in Natchez as pastor of Wesley Chapel, 
and the two years next followdug in Jackson, La , where, with great acceptabili- 
ty, he labored among the cultured people who had known him only a few years 
before as a student in the college. The year 1890 was spent in teaching in Scott 
county, Miss., and in 1891 we find him serving the Homewood circuit, in that 
county. In 1892 and 1893 he was pastor of our church in Waynesboro, in 1894 in 
Pearlington, in 1895 in Vossburg, and in 1896 in Rolling Fork and Carey. His 
return to this work in 1897 was not a surprise to those who knew of the success 
which had attended his labors there during the preceding year. In the Spring 
of 1897 he w’as forced b}’^ the high water to leave his circuit for a while, but re- 
turned about the first of June, and threw himself with his accustomed zeal into 
his work. While thus engaged, preaching with unusual fervor and doing the full 
work of the ministry, he was stricken with typho-malarial fever. He was seriously 
ill from the beginning, and neither by himself or his friends was there entertained 
much hope of his recovery. He did not wish to die; he desired to live, and spoke 
regretfully of leaving his work ; but he was ready to go and resigned to the Master’s 
will, and when the summons came he was not afraid. Just after midnight, on the 
morning of Aug. 5, he passed aw'ay, and at five o’clock the next afternoon was 
buried at Rolling Fork. Miss. The noble people among whom his life work 
closed attended him with affectionate care during his long illness, and in their 
sorrow at his death show'ed how closely he had found them to him. 

Bro. Penn was twice married. In December, 1889, he was married to Miss 
lone Kiblinger, of Jackson, La., who lived but little more than a year after their 
marriage; and in November, 1892, he was married to Miss Caro Minor, of Boli- 
gee, Ala., who, with her little daughter, mourns his death. 

The character of our brother was marked by many excellencies. As a 
preacher, he was unusually gifted. He was graceful in manner, persuasive in 
voice, and spoke with great fluency. He was always forcible and often eloquent. 
As a pastor, he was faithful and industrious; as an administrator, he was wise 
and skillful, enlisting with rare success the cooperation of the rriembers of his 
charge. His intense earnestness in the accomplishment of the work in hand 
seemed contagious, and was an important element in his success as a worker. 
As a builder of churches and parsonages, he was, perhaps unequalled by any 
man in our ranks, and his conspicuous success in this department of church 
work was such, possibly, as to overshadow his work along other lines; and yet in 
no part of an itinerant preacher’s w'ork was he other than efficient. The finan- 
cial interests of his charge were never neglected . His church register always 
showed substantial increase in membership, and he was diligent in his efforts to 
promote the spiritual life of his people. 

Comparisons are invidious, but in justice it may be said of him with regard 
to every work he ever served, that his successor had need to bestir himself to 
keep the pace that had been set for him, and his predecessor was efficient indeed 
if his labors were hot surpassed. 

The last month of his ministry were characterized by abounding zeal, and 
his last sermons were said by those who heard them to have ' been marked by 
more than usual spiritual fervor and power. 

Our brother no longer lives and labors among his fellow meii, but his mem- 
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ory will be cherished in many hearts, and the itinerant preacher in the years to 
come will find the evidences of his faithful work in the comfortable home in 
which he lives and the attractive church in which he preaches.

While our tears have mingled with the church’s over the sudden removal of 
the faithful and efficient Treasurer of our Parent Hoard, Bro. Thos. B. Holt, 
and at the death during the year of two strong members of our own Conference 
Board, Bros. J. V. Penn and R. H. Noblin, we have had many tokens of Cod’s 
favoring hand upon our work. 

The foremost among the sources of rejoicing, we place the practical efface- 
ment of that debt which has been the shame of the church and the dire discour- 
agement of its faithful Missionary Secretaries. 

We praise God for the gracious help He has given to Dr. H. C. Morrison in 
this special burden-lifting. We give glory to his great name for the encouraging 
accounts we receive of the work done this year in China, Japan, Brazil, Mexico 
and Corea. May the real year of Jubilee speedily dawn on these and all other 
dark places of the earth. May His Kingdom soon triumph everywhere. 

Within the bounds of our own Conference much arduous work has been 
done and good accomplished by our poorly paid brethren. We believe ’tis high 
time to move forward with this work. In some parts of our Conference Mor- 
monism is getting a footing where we should have entered, and within every 
District are people not half evangelized. 

Our Womans’ Foreign Mission Society, and Womans’ Parsonage and Home 
M ission Societies have made good headway, and strengthem d their stakes during 
the year. We ought to help and encourage them more. A few words from the last 
annual minutes of the Womans’ Foreign Mission Society gives the key-note to 
the music they are making. We ought to join in the chorus as follows: “Be- 

lieving the work of spreading the Gospel in heathen lands to be the first great 
marching order of the Church, and a zeal for missions the blood and brain of 
spiritual life, and realizing our utter dependence on the God of Missions for the 
wisdom, tact and grace necessarry to carr}- on the great work, we will more 
faithfully use the power of prayer.” We need this spirit. 

We heed the request of our friends from Canton, and ask all brethren near 
to State or county convict camps or farms, to give as much attention as practi- 
cable to the spiritual needs of those so deplorably situated. 

The Womans’ P'oreign Mission Society of our Conference is educating for 
^ mission work, a consecrated young lady from Edwards, Miss., Miss Lula Mc- 

^ Nemar, who goes to Whitworth College, because its president offered the best 

terms and facilities for preparing her for life-work. 

The summing up of our figures of money raised this year for both Foreign 
and Domestic work is not such as we could wish. Our treasurer will give de- 
tails. The whole amount thus far raised in regular assessments, for Foreign 
missions is $5,^77.54, and for Domestic missions 12,408.58. Besides this our 
agent for Indian missions has raised $
